Cancellation of claims 21 has been entered. 

Claims 1-20, 22 and 23 are pending in the instant application. 

Applicant's arguments filed July 19, 2006 regarding claim 1 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the application has been withdrawn.

Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
render obvious the electron generator having combination of the limitations as set forth 
in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of a series of openings extending 
around the cylindrical shell containing vacuum. 

Regarding claims 2-20, 22 and 23, claims 2-20,22 and 23 are allowable for the 
reasons given in claim 1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
